A man who until now had 
been known as J.D. Smith 
had been at the forefront 
of pushing for the repeal 
of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.’’ 

He is co-founder and co- 
director of a group called 
OutServe, which bills itself as 
the Association of Actively 
Serving LGBT Military 
Personnel. 

As an active-duty service 
member, he would only 
speak to the media under a 
pseudonym. Under the new 
rules, his real identity can be 
revealed, and he announced 
at a news conference 
Tuesday that he is 1st Lt. Josh 
Seefried, an airman serving 
on a base in New Jersey. 

Until now, Seefried said, 
he had worried every 
day that he could lose his 
military career if it became 
known he was gay. 

“Today and every day I 
can go back into work with 
that burden lifted off my 
shoulders and not have to 
worry about it any more,’’ he 
said. Concerns of a possible 
hostile reaction from het- 
erosexual colleagues were 
unfounded, Seefried said, 
adding that “no one’s going 
hurt us when we go back to 
our units.” 

Others joined him. 
OutServe published a new 
edition Tuesday called the 
“Repeal Issue.” It was avail- 
able on some military bases 
around the world and includ- 
ed photos of 101 active ser- 
vice members openly stating 
they are gay. The OutServe 
magazine also is distributed 
online. 

“Now we are stepping 
forward, to a new day, a new 
life,” wrote Air Force Staff 
Sgt. Jonathan Mills. “A life of 
openness, integrity, of honor. 
At last, our country has ac- 
cepted us-not for who we 
love or how we love but who 
we are.” 

The magazine said its 
photo essay on 101 people 
serving in the military repre- 
sented just a portion of the 
approximately 70,000 “cur- 
rently serving” lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender 
military personnel. 



‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ dismissed from duty

WASHINGTON President Obama hailed the end of the policy banning 
gays from serving openly in the military, saying its official demise 
Tuesday marked a key step toward fulfilling America’s founding ideals. 

“Today, the discriminatory law known as ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ is 
finally and formally repealed,” Obama said in a statement released 
by the White House. ‘As of today, patriotic Americans in uniform 
will no longer have to lie about who they are in order to serve the 
country they love.” 

Here’s a look at the issue in all its angles. 


OFFICIAL COMMUNICATION 

The Pentagon sent out a memo Tuesday noting that the Defense 
Department already has certified that ending the policy would not 
harm military readiness, unit cohesion or recruiting and retention of 
service members. 

“Effective today, statements about sexual orientation or law- 
ful acts of homosexual conduct will not be considered as a bar to 
military service,” or admission to the military academies and other 
programs. Under Secretary of Defense for Personnel and Readiness 
Clifford Stanley wrote in the memo. 

“All Service members are to treat one another with dignity and re- 
spect regardless of sexual orientation,” Stanley wrote, warning that 
“harassment or abuse based on sexual orientation” would not be 
tolerated in the military. 


HISTORY LESSON 

“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” had allowed gay men and women 
to serve in the military only if they kept their sexual ori- 
entation a secret. They faced the threat of being kicked 
out of the military under the law if they were open about 
being homosexual. 

Obama in December signed legislation to repeal the 
policy known as “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” which had been 
passed by Congress and signed into law in 1993 under 
then-President Bill Clinton.

Under the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy, more than 14,500 U.S. service members 
were thrown out of the military since it went into effect in 1993, according to the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense Network.

Want some keyboard critters with that sandwich? 
Eating on the job can be hazardous to your health

The last time you wiped down your desk and shook crumbs from your keyboard 
was— yep, a year ago, when you knocked over a latte while munching a turkey 
croissant sandwich. Or was it after crunching through that bag of Chcetos? That's 
not good news ifyouVe one of the 83 percent of Americans who eat at their desks, 
according to a recent survey 


Whether youVe 
eating lunch (62 per- 
cent), snacking (50 per- 
cent), eating breakfast 
(27 percent) or dinner 
(4 percent), desks and all 
the surfaces (keyboard, 
mouse, phone) can g^;t 
pretty funky (transla- 
tion: germy). 

That's not a good 
thing if you're aiming to stay healthy Don’t be- 
lieve it? That survey, dubbed the Desktop Din- 
ing Survey found only 36 percent of respondents 
cleaned their work areas (desktop, keyboard, 
mouse) VYCckly Worse than that? Just 64 percent 
do so once a month or less. And should you be 
invited to dine at another’s cubicle, note this: 
45 percent of men rarely or never clean their 
work area compared with 30 percent of women. 

“For many people, multitasking through 
lunch is part of the average workday,” said 'Ibby 


Smithson, an Ameri- 
can Dietetic Associa- 
tion spokesperson and 
registered dietitian, in 
a release on the survey 
‘While shorter lunch 
hours may result in 
getting more accom- 
plished, they could also 
be causing workers to 
log additional sick days, 
as desktops hide bacteria that can lead to food- 
borne illness.” 

Wait, wait. Don’t turn away Here's the really 
scary part: At the University of Arizona, a 2007 
study found that the average desktop has 100 
times more bacteria than a kitchen table and 
400 times more than the average toilet seat. 

“Desks are really bacteria cafeterias,” said 
Charles Gerba, a microbiologist who's studied 
dirty desks, in a U of A press release several 
years ago, ^They're breakfast buffets, lunch

tables and snack bars, as we spend more and more 
hours at the office/' 

“Treat your desktop like you would your kitch- 
en table and counters at home,” Smithson said. 
“Clean all surfaces, whether at home or work, be^ 
fore you prepare or eat food on them.” 

And wash your hands! The Desktop Dining 
Survey found only half of Americans say they al- 
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wa^s wash their hands before eating lunch. 

"^Thc key to preventing foodborne ilbess is food 
handling from start to finish,” Smithson emailed 
launch Box. Keep things clean (your hands, eating sur- 
faces, the food), watch the time CUo not keep foods 
less than a hours outside of proper temperature”) and 
make sure foods either are kept below 40 degrees or 
heated above 140 degrees. 


The Desktop Dining Survey was conducted in 
April by HealthFocus International and based on 
a random sample of 2,191 full-time employees who 
work at a desk. It’s the second time the survey was 
conducted as part of the Home Food Safety program, 
a collaboration between the American Dietetic Asso- 
ciation and ConAgra Foods; the previous survey was 
conducted in 2003.

Bright lights, Rick Bayless

Rick Bayless is adding another leaf to his 
already formidable repertoire of celebrity 
chef, researcher, author, TV host and all- 
around culinary entrepreneur focused on 
the cuisine of Mexico. 

Next spring. Bayless will be the live-and- 
in-person star of a Magnificent Mile circus 
show designed for and around him, it was 
announced at Chicago’s Lookingglass The- 
atre on Tuesday morning.

Clemency 
denied for 
Ga. inmate 

B ATLANTA A Georgia parole board on 
Tuesday denied a last-ditch clemency 
appeal by ^IToy Davis, who is set to be execut- 
ed in a high-profile case Wednesday for the 
murder o f a police officer, 

Davis’ case has attracted mternational at- 
tention and became a focus for death penalr/ 
oppone nts because 
seven of nine trial wit- 
nesses since have re- 
canted their testimony, 
prompting supporters 
to say he may be inno- 
cent. 

But experts said 
Tuesday's decision by DAVIS 
Georgia’s Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles closes the most viable legal 
avenue for Davis in his bid to avoid execution. 

'^TTie Board has considered the totality of 
the information presented in this case and 
thoroughly deliberated on it, after which the 
decision was to deny clemency,” the state 
body said in a statement. 

Davis was convicted of the 1989 killing of 
police officer Mark MacPhail near a Burger 
King restaurant in Savannah, Ga. MaePhaiTs 
family says Davis is guilty and should be ex- 
ecuted. 

He IS due to die by lethal injection at 7 p,m. 
local time Wednesday at Georgia Diagnostic 
and Classification Prison in Jackson, 

Experts say Davis’ legal options appear 
slim, not least because Georgia’s constitution 
gives authority on pardons and paroles to the 
board — so no appeal to the governor is pos- 
sible, 

^Tt doesn’t seem like there is a strong legal 
option at this point. This [the parole board 
hearing] is most likely it,” said Anne Emanuel, 
a law professor at Georgia State University 
who advises Amnesty International USA,
